compound in the core does not exceed 5% by weight or (2) an alternating current gas 
metal arc welding apparatus whereby the electrode is a core encapsulated in a sheath 
and the core contains graphite and a potassium compound which does not exceed the 
core composition by 5% weight or (3) an alternating gas metal arc welding process 
which provides an alternating current gas metal arc welding apparatus with an electrode 
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which is a core encapsulated in a sheath and the core contains graphite and a 
potassium compound which does not exceed the core composition by 5% weight.
